By C A R L D. G R O A T 
(United Press Staff Correspondent) 
W A SH IN G T O N , Ju ly 27— There is 
a possibility of exhaustion of draft 
class one before congress can finally 
act to extend draft ages. 
Some states have wired to Provost 
Marshal General Crowder that ' they 
are on the verge of drawing their last 
men of the first class. 
To rescue the 
situation so that it will not necessitate 
invasion of deferred classes, it is like­ 
ly that a call for men who have turned 
21 will be issued before January I, 
1919. 
That, however, may not pre­ 
vent Invasion of the second class un­ 
less congress acts hastily upon exten­ 
sion of draft ages when it reconvenes 
at the end of August 
It is predicted that by Labor clay the 
last of the fighting men now in class 
one will have been called. 
Meantime the war department is 
working on its program for extending 
the draft age limits. 
Chairman Dent of the house m ili­ 
tary committee predicts that there 
w ill be a fight in congress if there is a 
too radical sweep downward, though 
he told the United Press today that 
the house will probably yield to “ any­ 
thing reasonable.” 
The house is the 
most opposed to the extension down­ 
ward, but It Is likely that it will not 
go to 
the 
point of attempting to 
thwart the president’s wishes. 
There Is some tendency to com­ 
plain 
because Secretary Baker de­ 
ferred action on the draft until con­ 
gress completes its recess. 
Leaders 
say that had he favored draft exten­ 
sion earlier, the possibilities of the 
present

would

averted. 
The need for men In the army is 
illustrated by tile order to restrict 
navy and marine enlistments from the 
draft for the next two months.

Missy-sur Aisne. five miles east of 
Soissons, also is under heavy bom­ 
bardment, rendering practically use­ 
less the big Aisne river bridge there, 
which the Germans have been using 
for north and south traffic.* 
The crown prince’s order, command­ 
ing his armies to stand and fight, 
which was reported Wednesday by the 
United Press, has changed the Sois- 
sons-Rheims battle from a German re­ 
treat into one of the most bitterly 
contested engagements of the war— 
and one with more far-reaching possi­ 
bilities than could have existed under 
an enemy retirement. 
Voluntary retirement of the German’ 
armies to the Ourcq line, or even to 
the Vesle would have had a most de­ 
pressing effect 
on German morale, 
but would have been practically de­ 
void of strategic results, other than 
shoving the enemy farther from Paris. 
The determination of the boches to

Allies carve away at the east and west

STEEL 31 HOSTILE PLANES SHOT 
DOWN BY BRITISH AIRMEN, 
15 ALLY MACHINES MISSING 


LONDON, Ju ly 27.— British airmen brought down 31 German airplanes 
and an observation balloon Ju ly 25, while anti-aircraft guns shot down an­ 
other hostile plane, the air ministry announced today. 
Fifteen British ma­ 
chines were lost. 
Extensive bombing operations were carried out. 
“ A certain amount of work in conjunction with the artillery was done 
and many reconnaissances and the usual bombing carried out by our air­ 
planes. 
Among the targets attacked were three large ammunition dumps, 
the docks at Bruges and numerous villages used as billets by the enemy’s 
troops. 
“ In air fighting the strong west wind greatly favored the enemy. 
In spite 
of this, 25 hostile machines were brought down by us and six others were 
driven down out of control. 
A hostile baHoon was shot 
down 
in 
flames. 
Fifteen of our machines are missing. 
After dark our night bombing machines again attacked the railways at 
Courtrai and Seclin and dropped over 300 bom * on rest billets. 
All our 
machines returned. 
One of the enemy’s night flying airplanes was shot down 
by anti-aircraft gunfire behind our ITne. 
"On the night of July 25-26 successful attacks were carried out on the 
station and factory at Pforzheim, the factory at Baalon and the station at 
Offenburg.. Two fires broke out at Offenburg. 
Four hostile airdromes were 
bombed and attacked with machines and hangars were hit. 
Trains, anti­ 
aircraft batteries, searchlights and other ground targets were fired upon 
with machine guns.”

Bud Flivver’s Observations 


The woman who has been finding the louver 
of her dollars to buy necessities for her family rapid­ 
ly decreasing rises at la-t to complain o f the cost 
of cotton cloth. 
She can see a just advance in the 
price of wool. 
She can understand the dim inishing 
stocks and increasing prices of everything into which 
flax enters. 
She is w illing to pay what she considers 
a reasonable rise for cotton. 
Hut she says: 
In the fall o f 1917 she paid 17 ceht> a yard for 
a cotton crepe fabric which is strong and durable 
and which requires no ironing. 
It is em inently a 
“patriotic” fabric to tee in underclothing and ch il­ 
dren’s dresses because it wears a long time and 
stoves the labor o f ironing every week and frequent 
m aking new. 
She htid> that fabric selling for 4^ 
cents a yard now. 
I hat is a rFc in price of 135 IKr 
cent. 
I 
The added cost o f cotton, of labor af all kinds 
entering into the finished fabric could not in reason 
be more than sixty or seventy-five per cent. 
Som e­ 
body. som ewhere, is getting too big a profit out o f 
that cotton crepe. 
The war authorities have concerned them selves 
with the retail price o f wool. 
Cotton fabrics seem 
so far to have escaped them. 
It is time that som e 
drastic action he taken to bring cotton fabrics under 
war regulation. 


THE LOAF OF BREAD 


In IDJ3 the farmer received twenty-six per cent 
o f the price o f a loaf o f bread for his wheat. 
T he 
miller took six per cent for his toll, including the 
<|o«t of containers for the flour. 
The baker and dis­ 
tributor got sixty-eight per cent of the retail cost. 
In the first m onths of 1918 the farmer fared 
better. 
H e got forty-five per cent of the total cost 
f f the loaf. 
The m iller, from fourteen per cent, to 
which his part rose in 1917. had lieen brought down 
once more to six per cent. 
The baker and dis­ 
tributor bad cut down their share to forty-nine per 
Cent. 
The consum er, as alw ays, got the bad end of 
bargain, for the average price of the loaf over 
the country had gon e up from five and one-half 
tents to eight for the sam e quality of bread.

GARDEN GROVE. July 27.— Mr. and 
Mis. A. J. Chaffee received a letter 
from their son, 
Captain

Chaffee, 
“Somewhere 
in 
France,” 
which is very interesting and which 
they kindly’ share with their friends: 
Nearly two weeks since I wrote 
you, the days have flown so rapidly. 
Everybody has been working in rein vs 
night and day in the hospital, taking 
care of the sick and wounueu sol­ 
diers. 
Since I wrote I have been at 
Paris. 
The day I arrived there the 
famous long distance 
German 
guns 
had been dropping shells in the city. 
I heard one of them explode. 
They 
do little damage. 
I saw where one 
struck a barn, putting a hole through 
the roof. 
T hat was about the extent 
of the damage. 
The people have be­ 
come accustomed to the shells falling 
and are not frightened any more by 
them. 
In 
returning 
from 
Eastern 
France I stopped at Toul and visited 
a portion of the city. 
It is an inter­ 
esting place, not adulterated by to ur­ 
ists. 
Its history dates back many cen­ 
turies. 
T he old portion of the city is j 
surrounded by a wall and about this ! 
is a canal tvhich I tit ink was used at j 
one time for a moat. 
Within the city j 
is an old cathedral, the foundation of 
which was laid about 1200 A. D. and 
completed 400 years later. The streets 
are narrow, tty: sidewalks proportion­ 
ately so; no street cars, the vehicles 
are either wagons or carts. The latter 
arc numerous and some of them quite 
large; not unusual to see three horses 
or oxen hitched to one .tandem fash­ 
ion, draw ing a load of wood, hay or 
gravel. 
Not far from (he city is the 
country town where Joan of Arc was 
born. 
The train passed through the 
little valley w here olio led her flocks 
of sheep and where it is said she was 
visited by the angels. 
The little val­ 
ley is very fertile, the fields are green, 
the low hills on either side are cov­ 
ered with grass, and a few clumps of j 
trees here anti there 
The town has a I 
large church which was erected to the j 
memory of Joan of Are. 
The birth- ; 
(dace of this saint is considered al­ 
most sacred and many come every j 
year to worship. 
Tho country people! 
of France, as a rule, do net live on; 
their farms but in a little village. The , 
farms are sm all; every foot of ground 
that will grow any kind of vegetation 
is utilized. 
Soldier* Complain Little 
“I have had a big day’s work, oper­ 
ating 
and 
dressing 
wounds 
and 
numerous othej; things necessary 
to 
m ake thai sick and wounded more 
comfortable. 
We have had a large 
num ber cf soldiers to care for, many 
of them gassed, as well as wounded. 
It is very remarkable how few com­ 
plaints the soldiers make 
Many of 
the dressings are exceedingly painful. 
Some of the soldiers are mere boys. I 
saw one the other day when I was 
walking through Hie wards, to whom 
I was attracted by ills 
youthful 
ap­ 
pearance, and asked him his age. He 
told me ho was is and 
from T ennes­ 
see. 
These boys we have at p r e s e n t' 
are for tile most part marines and 1 
have been bearing the brui t of the 
battle in this seizor, where they have ] 
made a wonderful record. 
It is the 
concensus of opinion th at they were a 
great force in preventing Hie Germans 
from reaching Paris at this time. 
“Our surroundings are very beauti­

That is acid. Of course there is acid In 
the battery solution, and a good many 
car ow ners will reason, ‘lf acid is what 
makes my batteries strong, then the 
proper thing to do when I think it 
shows a weakness is to add a little 
more acid. Then it ought to work bet­ 
ter.’ 
“That’s altogether wrong. You might 
as well say that because a few drops 
of some powerful drug are good for 
heart trouble, a whole bottle would 
give the patient a better heart than 
anybody in the country. Not even the 
worst patent medicine fiend would be 
foolish enough to believe that. 
“But there are a lot of people who 
believe in drugging a battery in just 
this way, so they put in acid, when 
the battery only needs pure water. 
“The only way to be safe about add­ 
ing acid is to fight shy of it. If you 
think your batteries need acid, go to 
the service station and 
get 
advice 
from an expert who can tell you just 
what to do. Remember that he has 
the same relation to the health of your 
battery as a doctor has to your own 
health, with this exception—that the 
battery man doesn’t charge anything 
for tho diagnosis."

War Time Gives Sportsman­ 
ship Very Practical Turn; 
Note the Regulations 


Next Thursday the rifles will be 
cracking along the coastal counties 
from Ventura to Mendocino, and the 
festive pop of the small-bore shotgun 
will make merry among the doves of 
northern and interior California, as 
thousands of licensed hunters take 
the field in the most healthful of rec­ 
reations known to man. 
This year, 
war-time premium upon bringing in 
the wild meat has put a very practical 
point to sportsmanship, and the fel­ 
low who comes in with a hundred- 
pound buck may feel he has done a 
patriotic, as well as a pleasant duty. 
Estim ates indicate that some 15,000 
deer are killed in California every 
year, representing a total of perhaps 
750 tons of the choicest m eat known 
to man, the wild venison th at has 
cost no money or labor to produce, but 
thrives upon the wild pastures of the 
mountains. 
Every present indication 
exists that 1918 will yield fully up to 
the average of this usually uncounted 
crop, which the fish and game com­ 
mission is arranging to tally more 
closely than has ever been possible 
heretofore. The co-operation of forest 
rangers and all others in the deer 
country is solicited to make the rec­ 
ords as complete as possible. 
Un­ 
avoidably many bucks never will be 
reported: but all which are constitute 
a record of’ at least that many deer 
that have done their highest service 
to man. 
The first lawful deer hunting to in­ 
terest Southern Californians will be 
offered by Ventura, Santa Barbara, 
San Luis Obispo and the more remote 
coast counties August first, the line 
of open territory extending east into 
Kern county as far ae the Tejon high­ 
way. 
E ast of the Tejon, dove hunting be­ 
comes lawful at the same time, pro- 
vidid the hunter keep north of the 
Los Angeles county line. 
For the 
guidance of sportsmen, the top of the 
Tejon pass above Lebec, just beyond 
the ranger's station, Is about the di­ 
viding line between Los Angeles and 
Kern counties. The line between Los 
Angeles and Ventura extends about 
hair a mile west of the road running 
along the ranger’s cabin down to the 
Piru; but the deputies will split no 
hairs, and have agreed with the rang­ 
ers to molest no one who keeps west 
of this road with his deer. 
Those 
killing deer in this section can bring 
them to the ranger station and execute 
the affidavit under which the deer can 
then be transported or shipped any­ 
where in the state. 
Fish and game commission deputies 
and forest rangers are co-operating 
again this year to prevent any “soon- 
ering” and to see that the law-abiding 
sportsm an has an even break with the 
fellows who want to “fudge” a day or 
two on the hot competition of “open­ 
ing day” by taking advantage of the 
com parative tameness of the deer be­ 
fore the general advance of the Nim­ 
rod brigade. 
The deputies have been 
busy in the deer territory for over a 
week, gathering information on the 
conditions, and reporting their find­ 
ings to headquarters. 
On the whole, the laws appear to 
have been better observed than in any 
previus year, as the bucks appear rel­ 
atively numerous, not nearly so wild 
as ordinarily, and much less evidence 
of illegal killings of does and fawns 
has been uncovered. In some sections, 
the 
deputies 
report evidence 
that 
lions are increasing, notably the high­ 
lands of Ventura, where Deputy Fish 
and Game Commissioner Jack Barnett 
Is now arranging details for a big 
♦•varmint hunt” to clean up a few of 
the peats that prey upon game. 
In 
this many men, the best dogs in the 
south, and every intelligent measure 
will combine to make the utm ost suc­ 
cess. 
Among other objects is to rid 
the Sefcpe game refuge of vermin and 
give it a good start in its work of 
breeding game for the surrounding 
country. 
Efforts to better post the game ref­ 
uges are being made by state and fed­ 
eral authorities co-operating in putting 
up sign# marking these, and eventual­ 
ly It is probable the boundaries will 
be 
designated 
by 
natural 
objects 
rather 
than 
arbitrary 
meets 
and 
bounds which only a surveyor can 
locate except where posted. 
In the Frazier mountain section the 
bucks, red a couple of weeks ago and 
staying out of the brush, are “graying 
up” appreciably, their horns harden­ 
ing, and while many still seem to be 
ranging^ the open heights, more are 
taking cover. 
In Santa Barbara, Dep­ 
uty Henry Abels outlines deer pros­ 
pects as very good; horns getting 
hard, m ^ t of the bucks blue-gray, but 
plenty of r’Cd ones still in evidence 
and everything v*!7 favorable for a 
banner deer season.

The intersection of South Spadra 
road with East Santa Fe avenue and 
JJVeet Santa Fe avenue, 
m Section 2 provides that it shall be 
Tunisw ful for any person to hitch or 
leave standing any animal or vehicle 
within 15 feet of any public fire hy­ 
drant located upon the public street 
or sidewalk, unless such animal is un­ 
der charge of some person capable of 
driving the same or such vehicle is 
in charge of some person capable of 
operating or driving it. 
Section 3 regulates the distances 
the front wheel of an automobile shall 
be from a curb when the auto is left 
standing. 
The right front wheel thereof shall 
not be more than two feet from the 
nearest curb line of any street nor the 
rear of any such automobile nearer 
than six feet to said curb line.

Section 4 says that on all other 
streets than those named above it 
shall be unlawful for any person in 
(barge of an automobile to allow or 
sm it the same to remain standing 
any public street with the right 
front or rear wheel thereof more than 
two feet from the nearest curb line of j 
said street, and it shall be unlawful 
for any person operating or la charge 
of an automobile to allow tile same to 
stand or remain standing upon any of 
the public streets or avenues of the 
said city with the left side of said 
vehicle nearest the curb of any such 
street.
